Great Steel Box But the Books

When the door is closed and that clock 
goes wrong only ah expert can open it. 
Friday morning the 
clock went 
wrorigi The door could not be opened 
at the appointed time. Cashier Her- 
blg waited thinking all would be right 
in a short time. When the door still 
refused to open a telegram Was • pent 
to the makers of the lock, Yale & 
Towne, at Stanford, Conn. -They an- 
swered that one of their experts was 
in this section and he would ..come to 
Coshocton at once; He inspected the 
lock aulv a short time ago, a custom 
with the company. He arrived this 
morning and in a minute the door 
swung open. 
The companion vault contains the 
books of the bank, and this being 
closed by a separate door fastened by 
ah equallly fine lock could be opened. 
The books came out as usual, plenty 
of money was at hand with which to 
do business and the day's work went 
on as usual. The public was not in- 
convenienced in the least, the only in- 
convenience being to the force at tbe 
bank.

A very important meeting of the 
board of education was held Friday 
evening. The high school faculty for 
the year was chosen, and the question 
of new school buildings was" discussed. 
Five members of the board were 
present when James Glenn moved 
the board preceed to the" -election of 
high school teachers. The choice for 
principal fell on W. L. Bicker, who 
has 
been a member of the high 
school corps. He. takes the place of 
Professor Baugbman who has, been 
principal for two years. Tee salary, 
$900, was allowed to remain as it is at 
present. C. E. Bryant, who is at 
present a student in Brown universi- 
ty, was elected 
science teacher. 
The gentleman 
has 
had 
seven 
years experience and .comes .highly 
recommended. His salary will be $900. 
Mr. Warman was reelectad: and his 
salary 
increased to 8600, arid Mr. 
Swartz was chosen "for another, year 
with his salary increased to 3550. Mr. 
Warman had been receiving $550 and 
Mr. Swartz $450. 
The.board discussed at length the 
proposition to erect new school, build- 
ings, and finally adjourned unt\l Tues- 
day in order that James Glenn .might 
prepare the resolution' that must be 
passed before the question is submit- 
;ed to the people! 
The committee in charge of the se- 
ection of sites for the proposed build- 
ngs asked for more time to complete 
the work. They have talked with a 
number of persons having desirable 
property for sale but had come to DO 
conclusion as to "price. The board is 
not sure where it wants the buildings 
ocated, and in order to determine the 
>laces where they are most needed 
sach teacher will next Monday secure 
ihe addressof every pupil inherschool. 
This list will be submitted to the 
ward, and from it the members can 
determine just how for each pupil is 
now compelled to walk when he goes 
to school. While this will in a meas- 
i determine the location of .the 
buildings the parts of tbe city that 
will probably grow will also be taken 
"nto serious consideration. 
The discussion brought out the 
fact that Cosbocton school buildings 
are badly overcrowded. 
While the 


>opulation has almost doubled in per- 
iaps five years the only increase 
n school room 
has 
been 
for 


tOO pupils. Two rooms are now located 
n Alcyone hall, a place never intend- 
;dfor that purpose, and the high 
school 
needs -another room. Two 
rooms are located in the third story 
of the Walnut street building, a most 
undesirable place and against the law 
which provides for the erection.of two 
story school buildings. 
The crowded condition Of the build- 
ngs was shown in the statement 
tnat in 17 rooms there are 124 pupils 
more 
than 
the 
allotment 
of 


40 to a room. The increase last year 
was 112 pupils 
with no increase in 
space. It can thus be seen that there 
s an immediate demand for eight 
rooms without a thought for the fu- 
ture.. 
The work of beautify ing the grounds 
at the Chestnut and Walnut schools 
las come to a standstill because of the 
scarcity of earth. Persons who have 
good ground for sale are in demand by 
William Burns at present.

shrouds the death of Rev. Edward I. 
Phillips of St. Gabriel's church. Ha- 
zelton. Pa., who was found in the 
rear of a house iu Ninth avenue, this 
city. Dr. Kirk Stanley, a massage 
operator, in whose rooms the body 
was found, is still held on suspicion. 
The body ot" the priest is badly de- 
composed. 


After autopsy on the body. Coroner 


Bausch announced that no marks of 
violence had been found on the body. 
The condition of the organs showed 
that 
the man had 
suffered 
from 


chronic nephritis and fatty liver. The 
coroner said that, owing to the sus- 
picious 
circumstances 
surrounding 


the case, it was deemed advisable to 
have the vital organs analyzed. 


The body of Father Phillips was re- 


moved to the morgue. . Dr" 
A. F. 


Dougherty of Wilkesbarre, who said 
he is a nephew of the "priest, identi- 
fied the body. He said Father Phillips 
had come to the city to buy some 
statuary for his church. 
Coroner 


Bausch committed Stanley to the 
Tombs in default of $10,000 bail to 
await the result of the autopsy. 


In a talk with Coroner 
Bausch, 


Stanley had said he met Phillips on 
the street talking with two girls; that 
he joined the party and invited them 
to his rooms; that while here they all 
drank until the girls left, and after- 
wards he and Phillips were sick, but 
recovered after taking some medicine 
that Phillips had with him. Stanley 
said he did not know the names of 
the two girls and didn't think he 
could recognize them were he to see 
them again. 


.Father Phillips' friends said the 


body probably will be sent to the 
priest's late home during the day. 
They expect to make a lengthy expla- 
nation of the priest's acts up to May 
9, the day on which he is supposed to 
have met his death. The police theory 
so far is that the priest died in Dr. 
Stanley's rooms, either after having 
been drugged for robbery or simply 
as a result of intoxication and excite- 
ment, and that Stanley was afraid to 
notify the authorities, putting it off 
from day to day. The body was found 
in such a position, they say, as to 
make it look as if it had been carried 
into the room where it was found 
from the larger adjoining room, and 
there laid out 


The detectives are in possession of 


a photograph of the young woman 
Stanley identified as his wife. Kier- 
nan says that last Thursday she went 
to Stanley's house and tried to get in, 
but finding it locked went down to 
the rooms of Mrs. Higgins, the jani- 
tress. 
Mrs. Higgins suggested that 


she could take the duplicate keys and 
go up into the rooms. According to 
Mrs. Higgins the young woman threw 
up her hands and exclaimed: "Oh,'I 
could not do that; I would not think 
of going up into that place alone." 
She then left the place hurriedly. The 
picture of the young woman shows 
her to be a rather pretty Jewess. Dr. 
Stanley refused to tell who she is. He 
says he is married, but declares that 
his wife is living in California. 


Father Phillips was 40 years of age 


and a prominent member of the An- 
cient Order of Hibernians and the 
Elks' lodge at Hazleton. He took an 
active part in settling the difficulties 
of the Ancient Order of Hibernians a 
few years ago. He was a strong tem- 
parancc advocate, and his influence 
with the men of all nationalities who 
make uj> the population of the anthra- 
cite region was recognized by miners 
and mine-owners alike. 
His partici- 


pation in the-settlement of the min- 
ers' strike of last year is still fresh 
in the minds of the public.

his visit to the big trees at Santa Cruz 
that his physicians do not believe it 
wise for him to go out into the light 
and open Air.

were printed in the east concerning 
Secretary of State Hay's indisposi- 
tion.

SLAUGHTER IN CHINA. 


Chinese Convert Tells of Fright- 


ful Scene at Tai-Yuan-Fu. 


FOETY-riVE POEEIGN MAETYKS. 


SMilrtr-three Protentant« and Twelve 


Roman Cutliollc* Dehendea—Boill.-m 
Denuded aud HcndH lluiiir Iu Calies.

PrcMCbed Till Executioner Struck. 
A recent mail from China' brings a 


thrilling account of tbe murder of the 
missionaries at Tai-Yuan-Fu on the 9th 
of last July, which was taken down In 
writing by Dr. J. A. Creasy .Smith from 
the narrative of Yun.s Cheng, a mem- 
ber of the Baptist church, who was an 
unwilling witness of their martyrdom, 
writes the Washington correspondent 
of the Chicago Record-Herald, Yung 
Cheng is vouched for as a Christian of 
excellent character and absolutely-trust- 
worthy. He says that he was taking 
treatment in the hospital on the Bap- 
tist society's premises at Tai-Yuan-Fu 
when, on the Sth of July, he saw Rev. 
Mr. Pigott, his wife and child, John 
Robinson, Miss Duval and two young 
women named Atwater, brought into 
the town. 
The two gentlemen were, 


handcuffed and escorted by a company 
of soldiers anil followed by immense 
throngs of natives. 
Wherever they 


stopped to rest Mr. Pigott and Mr. 
Robinson preached to the people, who 
gathered around them and were very 
much astonished, saying, "You are go- 
ing to be killed for preaching, and yet 
you continue to do so." 
That night 


tbe party were placed in prison -with 
a number of other missionaries and 
their wives and children, including 
several Catholic priests. The next 
morning they were all executed. 
"The first to be led forth," Yung 


Cheng says, "was Mr. Farthing, a 
Baptist minister. His wife clung to 
him, but he put her aside gently, knelt 
down without saying a word, and bis 
head was struck off by ons blow of the 
executioner's knife. He was quickly 
followed 
by Pastors Hoddle 
and 


Beynon, Drs. Lovitt and Wilson, all of 
whom were beheaded, with one blow 
by the executioner. 
Then the gov- 


ernor, Yu Hsien, grew impatient and 
told his bodyguard, all of whom car- 
ried big beheading knives with long 
handles, to help kill the others. Pastors 
Stokes, Simpson and Whitehouse were 
next killed, the last by one blow only, 
the other two by several. 


"When the men were finished, the 


ladies were taken. Mrs. Farthing bad 
hold of the hands of her children, who 
clung to her, but the soldiers parted 
them and with one blow beheaded 
their mother. The executioner behead- 
ed all the children and did It skill- 
fully, needing only one blow; but the 
soldiers were clumsy, and some of the 
ladies suffered several cuts before 
death. 


"Mrs. Lovitt was wearing her spec- 


tacles and held the hand of her little 
boy, even when she was killed. 
She 


spoke to the people, saying as near as 
I remember: 'We all came to China to 
bring you the good news of salvation 
by Jesus Christ; we have done you no 
harm, only good. Why do you treat us 
so?' A soldier took off her spectacles 
before beheading her, which needed 
two blows. 


"When the Protestants were all kill- 


ed, the Roman Catholics were led for- 
ward. The bishop, an old man, with 
long white beard, asked the governor, 
Yu Hsien, why he was doing this 
wicked deed. I did not hear the gov- 
ernor give him any' answer, but he 
drew his sword and cut the bishop 
across the face one heavy stroke; blood 
poured down his white beard, aud he 
was beheaded. The priests and nuns 
quickly followed him in death. 


"Then Pastor , Pigott and his party 


were led from the district jail, which is 
close by. He was still handcuffed, aud 
so was Mr. Robinson. He preached to 
the people till the very last, when he 
was beheaded with cue blow. Mr. Rob- 
inson suffered death very calmly. Mrs. 
Pigott held the hand Of her son, even 
when she was beheaded, and he was 
killed Immediately after her. The lady 
and two girls were killed also quickly. 


"On that day 45 foreign people in till 


were behendcd, 33 Protestants and 12 
Roman Catholics. 
The bodies of all 


wore left where- they fell till next 
morning, as it was evening before the 
work was finished. 
During the night 


they were stripped of the clothing and 
other things, such as rings and watch- 
es. Next «lny they were removed to a 
place lusidi- the great south gate except 
eome of the heads which were placed 
In cages on the gates of the wall."

GERMANY'S PLAN 


Tp Assist China In Paying the Huge 


Indemnity Claims. 


Berlin, May IS.—An agreement be- 


tween the powers regarding the meth- 
od of paying the Chinese indemnity 
la "considered in German official cir- 
cles to be a difficult task. In any 
case it is certain that several of the 
powers will not agree to a joint guar- 
antee by the powers. Germany's wish 
•would be to take over from China her 
own portion of the indemnity upon 
the condition that China pay a certain 
rate of interest on this amount as 
well as an annual part payment there- 
of, Germany guaranteeing the whole. 


Effect of the Money,-Scare. 


London. May IS.—The Statist, in 


the course of an article dealing with 
the New York money market, says: 
"As European investors have received 
a serious fright and they are now in- 
clined to' sell rather than.to buy secur- 
ities, it is probable that American 
sterling exchange will remain high, 
notwithstanding the largeness of the 
trade balance in favor of the country. 
It appears probable, for a time at any 
rate, that any outflow of gold from 
London to New York by reason of the 
great trade balance is not to be 
feared."
